Plant in final approval stages 


Progress. Since the 
dawn of time communities 
have dealt with the issue of 
planning for their future. 
And since the dawn of time, 
there have been those who 
embraced progress whole¬ 
heartedly, those who have 
embraced it cautiously, re¬ 
luctantly, and those who 
have resisted it completely. 
And Bracken County is no 
different. 

The progress issue at 
hand is the Augusta Re¬ 
gional Sewer Authority’s 
proposed Waste Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant. Augusta and 
Brooksville both have aging 
treatment plants that are be¬ 
ing pushed past their capac¬ 
ity and facing inevitable 
catastrophic failures. Will 
those failure be tomorrow, 
next month, next year, in ten 
years? That is unknown, but 
it is known that something 
needs to be done. Since an 
initial study was completed 
in 2005 on the need for up¬ 
dated plants, Augusta and 
Brooksville have spent 12 
years figuring out what to do. 
The decision was made to es¬ 
tablish a regional sewer plant 
that would benefit both com¬ 
munities and possibly por¬ 
tions of the county, currently 
on individual septic tanks. 
Decisions on where to put 
the plant have been debated 
hotly over the last couple of 
years, with Augusta rejecting 
locations in Augusta for one 
reason or another, because 
let’s face it, no one wants a 
large waste water treatment 
plant next to them. After ex¬ 
hausting Augusta locations, 
the decision was made to 
scout sites elsewhere, and a 
site outside of Brooksville on 
the southern side of the AA 
Highway was found. With 
all parties in agreeance, or at 
least not arguing over it, an 
ordinance was drawn up and 
agreed upon by all parties in¬ 
volved, the City of Augusta, 
the City of Brooksville, and 
the Bracken County Fis¬ 
cal Court. From there, the 
Bracken County Fiscal Court 
put forth a good faith effort 
and purchased land on Route 
19. This would be the last 
time all three parties would 
be in agreeance. 

The ordinance had to be 
submitted to the KIA (Ken¬ 
tucky Infrastructure Author¬ 
ity) and Rural Development 
for approval for a $ 12 Million 
loan to build the plant. Word¬ 
ing was used that was typi¬ 
cal of ordinances and used 
in many projects before this 
one. With an administration 
change, with more business 
people taking seats of au¬ 
thority, each project has been 
scrutinized closely to ensure 
the money being loaned can 
feasibly be repaid and in a 
timely manner. Many proj¬ 
ects from previous years, 
are in tremendous arrears 
with no ability, and in some 
cases, no intentions of being 
repaid. Due to this, the KIA 
and Rural Development re¬ 
jected two paragraphs out of 
many in the ordinance, citing 
it set up the ARSA Board, the 
entity responsible for build¬ 
ing and running of the plant, 
and for setting the rates to be 
paid by all customers, to es¬ 
sentially fail. The paragraphs 


in question dealt with the 
cities, Augusta and Brooks¬ 
ville, and the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court, being able to 
reject the rates proposed by 
the ARSA Board. This rejec¬ 
tion could essentially delay 
the setting of yearly rates by 
up to 9 months to a year with 
implementation of the new 
rates, and could feasibly hap¬ 
pen year in and year out. 

The ARSA Board is 
made up of 2 representatives 
each for the cities of Augusta 
and Brooksville and 1 for the 
Fiscal Court. These repre¬ 
sentatives are appointed by 
the 3 different entities and 
serve a term of four years on 
the board. 

The City of Brooksville 
and the Bracken County Fis¬ 
cal Court passed the first 
reading of the ordinance at 
their August meetings and 
expected the City of Augusta 
to follow suit. After much de¬ 
bate over the rate the City of 
Augusta would have to pay, 
the addition of extra mem¬ 
bers to ensure a proportional 
representation for Augusta, 
and term limits of the ARSA 
Board Members, the City of 
Augusta was advised by City 
Attorney Cynthia Thompson 
and at the encouragement of 
Judge Executive Earl Bush 
and Brooksville Mayor Craig 
Hester, to pass the first read¬ 
ing. Council members did 
pass the first reading and pre¬ 
pared for a called meeting to 
discuss what changes they 
wanted to make. While mem-

Cape-Seal 
Resurfacing 
in progress on 
AA Highway 

A cape-seal resurfac¬ 
ing project is in progress on 
KY 9 (AA Highway) from 
the Mason County line ex¬ 
tending north to the Locust 
Creek Bridge just south of 
KY 1159. Work began the 
week of August 28 th. 

The process takes sever¬ 
al weeks, but the benefits are 
much better and last longer 
than regular asphalt resurfac¬ 
ing. This process seals the 
surface from weather, it’s 
low cost and increases sur¬ 
face friction. The application 
process is first, an asphalt 
solution called emulsion is 
sprayed on the surface. Next 
course stone is spread evenly 
over the emulsion completely 
covering it. The aggregate is 
then properly embedded us¬ 
ing heavy rolling equipment 
over several passes. 

After allowing adequate 
time for open traffic to fur¬ 
ther seal the material. This 
step takes 30 days so it might 
seem like you are driving on 
a fine gravel road, but actu¬ 
ally, motorists are helping 
compress the aggregates into 
place. After the 30 days, a 
sealing coat is applied and 
locks in any loose aggre¬ 
gate. Motorist should watch 
for lane closures with flag¬ 
gers on each end of the work 
zone to control traffic during 
working hours. Motorists 
should expect minor delays. 
Work is weather pending. 
This project has a September 
30th, 2017 completion date.

Attorney General Andy 
Beshear has issued a scam 
alert to warn Kentuckians of 
fake charity scams related to 
Hurricane Harvey. 

Due to the lasting devas¬ 
tation of Hurricane Harvey, 
Beshear is asking Kentuck¬ 
ians to be wary of scammers 
attempting to profit from re¬ 
lief efforts. 

“The families and com¬ 
munities impacted by this 
deadly storm deserve our 
help,” said Beshear. “I am 
asking generous Kentuck¬ 
ians to please take time and 
verify a charity before mak¬ 
ing a donation.” 

In Kentucky and across 
the nation, con artists are us¬ 
ing bogus charity names or 
representing themselves as 
legitimate charities, in order 
to collect relief funds that 
they falsely claim will ben¬ 
efit storm victims. 

Beshear said Kentuck¬ 
ians who are not familiar 
with a charitable organiza¬ 
tion and how they use their 
money can verify what per¬ 
centage of their income goes 
to the charity’s purpose on 
CharityN avigator. org. Ad¬ 
ditional research tools and 
resources, including a list of 
active charitable campaigns 
in Kentucky, are available on 
the Attorney General’s web¬ 


site. 

The Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General also provides 
these additional tips on how 
to avoid a fake charity scam: 

• Do not feel pressured 
to give money or financial 
information over the phone. 

• Beware of sound alike 
charities and phony web¬ 
sites. 

• Be cautious of social 
media requests for dona¬ 
tions. Although some may be 
legitimate, consumers need 
to verify before making do¬ 
nations. 

• Ask solicitors what per¬ 
centage of your donation will 
be given to the relief effort. 
By law, the solicitor must tell 
you if you ask. 

Kentuckians who re¬ 
ceive a fake charity scam call 
or online solicitation should 
contact the Office of the At¬ 
torney General at 888-432- 
9257 or file a scam report 
online.

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At the farmers market: apples

As summer comes to 
a close and September ap¬ 
proaches, the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Farmers Market sees a 
shift in fresh produce. Not 
only does fall bring corn 
mazes, squash and pump¬ 
kins, it is also a perfect time 
to visit local orchards to pick 
the freshest apples. 

A medium size apple - 
about 2 to 2.5 inches in diam¬ 
eter - contains approximately 
75 calories and provides bulk 
in the diet, helping the body 
digest food. Apples are low 
in sodium and high in potas¬ 
sium, making them a great 
natural snack. 

When choosing an apple, 
look for firm, crisp, well-col¬ 
ored fruit. Avoid those with 
shriveled skins, worm holes 
and decayed spots. Use those 
with bruises or skin breaks as 
soon as possible. Store slight¬ 
ly under-ripe apples in a cool 
place. Once ripe, apples will 
keep a week or longer stored 
in the refrigerator vegetable 
drawer or in a plastic bag. 

As you prepare apples, 
remember raw ones will 
darken when the cut surface 
is exposed to air. Protect cut 
or peeled apples from dark¬ 
ening by mixing with ascor¬ 
bic acid, such as lemon or 
orange juice. Working only 
with five apples at a time, 
mix one teaspoon of ascorbic 
acid with three tablespoons 
of water. Toss gently with the 
apples. 

You can find more than 
2,500 varieties of apples in 
the United States. The most 
popular varieties available 
in Kentucky are: Lodi, Red 
Delicious, Rome, Winesap, 
Gala, Jonathan, Cortland and 
Golden Delicious. For more 
information, please contact 
Bracken County Extension 
office. 

Of course, you can en¬ 
joy apples right after picking 


or purchasing, but they can 
also be part of a delicious 
end-of-summer recipe. The 
Plate It Up Kentucky Proud 
recipe below is an example 
of a simple recipe that re¬ 
quires very little preparation. 
It will be a favorite all season 
long.

Directions: 

Combine chopped apples 
and diced celery in a medi¬ 
um sized bowl. Add grapes, 
cranberries, and walnuts to 
the mixture. Stir ingredients 
together. In a separate bowl, 
add the yogurt, honey, and 
cinnamon. Stir together and 
pour over the fruit mixture.

bers of the Augusta Coun¬ 
cil feel this was dropped in 
their laps with little time, 
this has been a process that 
has been ongoing for the last 
couple of years, with each 
step reached, passed and 
then moved forward to the 
next. The immediateness of 
the passing of the ordinance 
is due to the KIA and Rural 
Development Boards meet¬ 
ing on October 4 th to approve 
the funding for the upcoming 
projects. It is expected and 
feared that if this ordinance 
is not passed, the funding 
will not be made available 
this year and the project will 
drop to the bottom of the list 
and may not see funding for 
several years. And even if the 
project does see a faster ap¬ 
proval, it will unfortunately 
come at a higher cost. 

The City of Brooksville 
has worked diligently to 
complete the tasks needed to 
move their part of the project 
forward. They have run the 
smoke tests requested by the 
INI report to ensure there are 
no gutters being fed into the 
aging sewer lines, and when 
found, they were corrected. 

The City of Augusta 
Council members seem stuck 
on the issue, in their eyes, 
they will have no say in the 
setting of the rates and they 
will pay a disproportion¬ 
ate amount as compared to 
the City of Brooksville and 
Bracken County residents 
located between Augusta and 
Brooksville. Mayor Wendell 
High and Council member 
Tay Kelsch believe since Au¬ 
gusta has more customers at 
present, that entitles them to 
a larger or more proportional 
say on the ARSA Board. It 
essence saying they do not 
trust the board members they 
appointed to work in the best 
interest of the residents of 
Augusta. In addition to the 
number of board members, 
Kelsch wants to limit their 
terms for 4 years to as few as 
2 years. 

It was the feeling of many 
visitors at the called meeting 
held on Wednesday, August 
23 rd , that adding more mem¬ 
bers would give Augusta the 
ability to control the rates set 
for everyone, instead of giv¬ 
ing an equal say as the ARSA 
Board is set up now. It was 
also believed that lowering 
term limits to 2 years would 


also severely hinder the 
Board’s ability for consis¬ 
tency. The goal and duty of 
the ARSA Board to set rates 
equally across the board for 
all residents on the Regional 
Waste Water Treatment Plant 
line, with the strict purpose 
of paying for the daily opera¬ 
tions and maintenance of the 
plant itself and to pay back 
the loan at the rate and time 
limit set forth with the lend¬ 
ing of the money. 

Both cities have a tre¬ 
mendous amount to lose if 
this project fails. During the 
July torrential rain and flood¬ 
ing event, Augusta’s 32,000 
gallons per day treatment 
plant saw 600,000 gallons 
a day. It, like the plants of 
Brooksville and Maysville 
could not keep up with the 
demand the flooding and rain 
placed on their aging plant. If 
Augusta were to have a cata¬ 
strophic failure, where it took 
a couple of months to correct 
the problem, and raw sew¬ 
age was being dumped into 
the Ohio River, the City of 
Augusta could be fined up to 
$32,000 per day by the EPA. 
Without a way to handle their 
waste, to clean up the river, 
because the City of Augusta, 
like most small cities would 
be bankrupted quickly, tour¬ 
ism would come to a halt, 
businesses would close and 
rates for everything would 
go up drastically. 

The October meeting 
to approve the funds for the 
year’s water projects fastly 
approaching, if the City of 
Augusta, City of Brooksville, 
and Bracken County Fis¬ 
cal Court can not agree and 
get the ordinances approved 
at their second readings, the 
Regional Waste Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant will go unfunded. 
While the individual cities 
of Augusta and Brooksville 
could potentially apply for 
funding of individual waste 
water treatment plants, their 
individual plants would fall 
to the bottom of the list as 
preference is being giving to 
regional plants. 

The Bracken County Fis¬ 
cal Court meets next week at 
10 a.m. on Wed., Sept. 13 th 
in the 2nd floor courtroom 
of the old courthouse and 
the Brooksville City Council 
meets on Thurs., Sept. 14 th 
at 6:30 p.m. at the Watson 
Community Building. The 
Augusta City Council meets 
the following week on Wed., 
Sept. 20 th at 6:30 p.m. at the 
Clooney Community Center.

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September is Quota Hunt 
Application Time 

Options include deer, 
waterfowl, pheasant, quail 
and upland bird hunts 

Each year, the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources administers 
quota hunts for deer, upland 
birds and waterfowl on state 
wildlife management areas 
and other public lands. 

September is the month 
to apply for these opportuni¬ 
ties. 

Hunters can apply 
through the department’s 
website at fw.ky.gov or by 
phone at 1-877-598-2401. 
Either option is available 
24 hours a day. Applications 
for these quota hunts are not 
open until Sept. 1. 

The minimum charge 
to apply for a quota hunt is 
$3. Last year, the department 
received more than 11,000 
quota hunt applications. 

There are 35 quota deer 
hunts this season. The dates 
and number of slots available 
for each hunt are listed in the 
“Quota Hunts” section of the 
Kentucky Hunting and Trap¬ 
ping Guide and on the de¬ 
partment’s website. Click the 
“Hunt” tab on the homepage 
and choose “Quota Hunts” 
from the dropdown menu. 

This year, there are sev¬ 
eral new quota deer hunts 
with the addition of seven 
state park hunts and a shot¬ 
gun only, youth-mentor 
hunt scheduled Nov. 18-21 



on West Kentucky Wildlife 
Management Area (WMA). 
The new state park quota 
deer hunts are scheduled 
Dec. 9-10 (youth only) and 
Jan. 6-7 at Dale Hollow Lake 
State Resort Park, Nov. 3-5 
and Nov. 10-12 at Greenbo 
Lake State Resort Park, Nov. 
9-12 at Kenlake State Resort 
Park and Dec. 14-17 and Dec. 
21-24 at Kincaid Lake State 
Park. The hunts at Kenlake 
and Kincaid state parks are 
archery and crossbow only. 

Small game hunters can 
apply for pheasant quota 
hunts scheduled Nov. 17, 18 
and 19 at Green River Lake 
WMA, Dec. 1, 2 and 3 at 
Clay WMA and Dec. 1, 2, 
and 3 at Yellowbank WMA. 

Quota bobwhite quail 
hunts on Peabody WMA are 
scheduled Nov. 28 and Dec. 
19, 2017 and Jan. 6, 13 and 
23, 2018. A youth-mentor 
hunt is scheduled Nov. 25. 
Quota upland bird hunts on 
Clay WMA are scheduled 
Nov. 8, Nov. 19, Dec. 16 
and Dec. 26. Hunters may 
take bobwhite quail, ruffed 
grouse and woodcock during 


the upland bird quota hunts, 
when the seasons for all three 
species are open. Woodcock 
season is open Oct. 28-Nov. 
10 and Nov. 13-Dec. 13 this 
year. 

Hunters may apply for 
quota waterfowl hunts at 
Ballard WMA and Sloughs 
WMA. The hunts at Bal¬ 
lard WMA are Wednesdays 
through Sundays (excluding 
Christmas Eve, Christmas 
Day and New Year’s Day) 
from Dec. 6 to Jan. 28, 2018. 
Waterfowl quota hunts are 
Thursday-Friday and Satur- 
day-Monday from Nov. 23 
to Jan. 28, 2018 at Sloughs 
WMA but hunters must ap¬ 
ply for a block of dates. 

The application period 
extends through Sept. 30 and 
results should be available 
in early October. Applicants 
can check to see if they have 
been selected by accessing 
the “My Profile” feature on 
the department’s website. If

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USDA Rural Dev. 
fills resource gaps 
in small towns

Over the years, U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture Ru¬ 
ral Development’s funding 
has served as a lifeline for 
rural communities, provid¬ 
ing critical funding for water 
and wastewater infrastruc¬ 
ture, public and community 
buildings, and essential com¬ 
munity service facilities. 

Without these grants 
and loans, many small com¬ 
munities would have to put 
off infrastructure or facil¬ 
ity projects. When neces¬ 
sary projects are delayed, 
the quality of life in a small 
town is impacted, along with 
its economic prospects. 

Rural Development 
seeks out communities that 
most need assistance, help¬ 
ing officials fill resource 
gaps and address quality 
of life challenges. Eligible 
communities must have been 
turned down for convention¬ 
al financing and have fewer 
than 20,000 residents. 

Recently, Oakdale, Ne¬ 
braska, was able to leverage 
Rural Development fund¬ 
ing to assist with a water 
improvement project. The 
village of 322 residents re¬ 
ceived nearly half the project 
cost. 

Oakdale got a new 
groundwater supply well, 
replaced water mains, and 
installed new water meters. 
With the completion of the 
upgrade, the community was 
able to address a significant 
water loss issue while mod¬ 
ernizing the water system. 
These repairs and upgrades 
provide water and cost sav¬ 
ings for residents. 

For many communities 
like Oakdale, a project total¬ 
ing more than a half million 
dollars would be out of reach 
through traditional funding 
sources. 

Without these oppor¬ 
tunities, a heavy burden 
would be placed on rural 
communities with declining 
populations, lower-income 
residents, and fixed-income 
seniors. Property values 
would decline and infra¬ 
structure needs would be 
unfulfilled.

Howdy Folks! Hopeful¬ 
ly by mid-September there 
will be some roll-off dump¬ 
sters for use by citizens to get 
rid of accumulated junk and 
debris! As you may recall, 
since 2010, Ms. Donna Rath, 
Administrative Secretary 
of the Bracken County Soil 
Conservation District has ap¬ 
plied for and obtained grants 
to provide roll-off dumpsters 
for citizens to clean around 
their homes and farms. The 
dumpsters were free to use 
but as with anything in life, 
mles did apply. Unfortu¬ 
nately, some folks chose not 
to follow those mles and in 
April of 2016 the Maysville- 
Mason County Landfill had 
had enough of non-accept- 
able items! Management 
determined that dumpsters 
used through this program 
would no longer be available 
for Bracken County because 
of the misuse and abuse of 
their services.

Ms. Rath has once again 
obtained this grant, and nego¬ 
tiations have resulted in “one 
more try” for dumpsters, but 
the whole program had to 
be re-vamped! In order for 
dumpsters to be used through 
the grant program, they will 
have to be monitored during 
operational hours and in a lo¬ 
cation that can be locked up 
at night. Bracken County’s 
lone option is 188 Hamilton 
Road, the current location of 
the Bracken County Animal 
Shelter. 

In order for the dump¬ 
sters to be monitored, a por¬ 
tion of the grant will need to 
be used to pay for the workers 
to ensure to the best of their 
abilities that non-acceptable 
items do not get thrown into 
the dumpsters. This means 
that fewer dumpsters will 
be available for citizens and 
will only be available for 
approximately one month 
so we encourage you to get 
started on collecting the trash 
that you want to go into the 
roll-offs! 

The gates to the facil¬ 
ity on Hamilton Road will 
be opened from 8 AM to 8 
PM Monday thru Friday and 
7 AM until 4 PM on Satur¬ 
day. Gates will be locked at 
all other times. (PLEASE 
NOTE: Due to the gates 
being locked at the Animal 
Shelter while the dumpsters 
are in use, no animals can be 
dropped off at those times. 
Once the dumpsters are re¬ 
moved, Animal Shelter drop¬ 
off operations will resume 
as normal.) Those using the 
dumpsters can bring a maxi¬ 
mum of six (6) tires to be 
placed on the outside of the 
dumpster. ABSOLUTELY 
no tires can be thrown into 
the container! Scrap metal 
can also be left on the out¬ 
side of the dumpster but not 
thrown in it. Other items 
NOT ACCEPTABLE for 
the roll-offs are: LIQUIDS; 
HAZARDOUS WASTE; 
CLOSED DRUMS; APPLI¬ 
ANCES. 


tainer, but if it has been so¬ 
lidified it is acceptable. We 
have covered this subject be¬ 
fore and in order to solidify 
paint it can be mixed with 
kitty litter, shredded paper, 
old cloth or rags, or you can 
purchase a product specifical¬ 
ly made to harden unwanted 
paint. Leave the lids off the 
buckets and keep them in an 
inaccessible place to protect 
children and pets! This pro¬ 
cess needs to be done soon in 
order for the paint to harden 
and become an acceptable 
item for the dumpster. 

For those of you who ob¬ 
serve rules this article is no 
big deal to you. Everything 
in life comes with a cost and 
following rules is just part of 
making life peaceful for ev¬ 
eryone. Those who chose to 
break the rules have caused 
a huge inconvenience to their 
fellow citizens, especially 
those in the far most corners 
of the county because they 
must travel mores miles. 
And those who chose to ig¬ 
nore the rules have definitely 
made it much harder for those 
behind the scenes! One final 
important note is that any vi¬ 
olations of the rules will re¬ 
sult in the termination of the 
dumpster use for this grant 
program for good from the 
Maysville-Mason County 
Landfill! Your cooperation in 
this is most appreciated and 
definitely needed! While do¬ 
ing your fall cleaning, keep 
in mind the 3 R’s of RE¬ 
CYCLING, REUSING and 
REDUCING to keep God’s 
earth clean, green and beau¬ 
tiful! Be seein’ you - Bin &
